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Brand, Wolf win SGA seats; amendments pass

Receiving twice as many voces as 
his opponent, John Brand was elected 
president of the Student Government 
Association last week. 

By a closer margin, one vote, Scott 
Wolf defeated Matthew Williamson 
for the position of vice president. 

Three college senator positions 
were also filled during the telephone 
election. Students in the 

College of Business elected Nicholas 
Jon Filkowski, freshman, and 
Cynthia Godbey, senior, both market¬ 
ing majors. 

Kevin Harbin, a senior in mathe¬ 
matics, was elected as the senator for 
the College of Sciences, 

Also approved by the student body 


were two proposed amendments to the 
SGA Constitution. 

The first amendment would require 
candidates 
for president 
and vice 

president to 
have a cumu¬ 
lative grade 
point average 
of no less 
than 2.5, 

which is a 
change from the current 2,0 standard. 

The second proposed amendment 
would require candidates for president 
and vice president to have completed 
two consecutive semesters immediate¬ 
ly preceding candidacy and to have 
served one full semester in the LSUS 
Student Senate. This is a change a 


completion requirement of 24 credit 
hours at LSUS. 

Students voted to approve a $10 
library fee 
per semester 
per student 
to be col¬ 
lected with 
tuition. 
They also 
approved a 
proposition 
to further 
consider the proposed alma mater. 

Like SGA elections in the past, this 
election has been marred by contro¬ 
versy and complaints. 

“The SGA is not holding up its end 
of the deal with the students," said 
Wolf His > . .nplaint was that the bal¬ 
lots that were mailed out to students 


were not received in time for most 
students to have one full week to vote. 

“I just think it was biased to who¬ 
ever put it together," Wolf said, 

SGA President Kevin Eades said 
the ballots were mailed as soon as 
they could be, considering the sched¬ 
ule of the LSUS mailroom. 

Wolf also was concerned as to why 
two of the amendments that the Senate 
voted on were not on the ballot, “We 
(the Senate) did pass it to be on there 
and it wasn't on there,” he said. 

Eades said the amendments in ques¬ 
tion would duplicate themselves; vot¬ 
ing ‘yes 1 would have been the same as 
voting ‘no/ Eades said he just to ok it 
off the ballot. 

No formal complaints have been 
made concerning this election. The 
results now stand as is,

Library receives donation

Noel Memorial Library has 
received $20,000 from the LSUS 
Foundation. The money is part of an 
$80,000 donation given to the LSUS 
Foundation by the Shreveport and 
Bossier business communities, and 
the remaining $60,000 will be distrib¬ 
uted as pay raises to top faculty mem¬ 
bers. 

“This (the donation) couldn't have 
come at a better time," Dr, Laurene 
Zaporozhetz, dean of Noel Memorial 
Library said. “We are very excited 
about it." 

According to Zaporozhetz, the 
money was given to the library 
because of a general recommendation 
made by the LSUS Foundation. 

“Our reference section has specif¬ 
ically been hurting, so this will really 
help," Zaporozhetz said. 

Zaporozhetz said most students 
who use the library assume that cur¬ 
rent reference materials will be avail¬ 
able to them. She said the entire 
donation will be used in the reference 
area because the cost of keeping the 
materials updated is high, 

Zaporozhetz thinks a current 


world atlas is needed that reflects 
recent political changes and supports 
international students. She said a set 
of current general encyclopedias and 
updates of subject encyclopedias in 
areas such as science and psychology 
are also needed. 

Selected reference books, includ¬ 
ing a guide to grants and a guide to 
scholarships for minorities and 
women, will also be purchased. 
Zaporozhetz said these materials are 
currently in the library but are dated, 
therefore it is important to get the 
newest editions so students can get 
the most current information possi¬ 
ble. 

None of the money will be used 
for the periodicals section, which is 
being significantly reduced this 
semester due to high subscription 
costs. Zaporozhetz said the reason 
for this is because periodical pur¬ 
chases are on-going, while reference 
materials are a one-time purchase. 

The new reference materials 
should be in the library by the end of 
this semester, according to 
Zaporozhetz. She said as soon as she 
receives an account number, an order 
will be placed and the materials 
should arrive six to eight weeks later.

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Pirates to stay at UCA

If you plan on living in the 
University Court Apartments this 
summer, you can expect to see a few 
unfamiliar faces attached to some 
large bodies. 

As a part of the deal that has been 
struck between LSUS and the 
Shreveport Pirates, the Pirates will 
house as many as 85 players at the 
UCA during the Pirates* training 
camp from May 28 - June 29. 

According to Pirates coach Forrest 
Gregg, there will be four players to 
each apartment, with each player hav- 
ing his own bedroom. 

At a March 28 news conference, 
Gregg said he is looking forward to 
using LSUS as a training facility. 
Gregg also said the living quarters 
offered to the team were a factor in 
choosing the LSUS location. 

“The apartments are really plush, 
according to what we’re used to,” 
Gregg said. 

The players stayed in dorm rooms 
located above the livestock barns at 
the Louisiana State Fair Grounds dur¬ 
ing last year’s training camp. 

Jeff Langen, University Court 
director, would not say how much the 
Pirates are paying for the use of the 
apartments. Langen also said he was¬ 
n’t sure which buildings the players 
will be staying in or how many apart¬ 
ments will be used. 

“1 want to create a buffer zone 

between players and the students to 
limit the amount of contact between 
them,” Langen said. 

Langen doesn't foresee any prob¬ 
lems with a lack of space for students. 


“Usually, that time of year (the 
summer) enrollment goes down and 
so does occupancy," Langen said. 
“We will be having some students 
who will not be returning after 
spring, and we will try to place any 
new residents away from the play¬ 
ers.” 

Langen said the University Police 
will increase the number of patrols in 
the apartments to provide additional 
security during the Pirates stay. 

Langen said he had not posted any 
memos informing students about the 
plans to house the Pirates. However, 
he said the UCA’s staff is informed 
of the plans and is passing the infor¬ 
mation along to residents. But some 
residents of UCA do not look for¬ 
ward to the team’s stay. 

“What bugs me about that is that 
they don’t have to worry about 
studying. They probably won't pro¬ 
duce an atmosphere conducive to 
studying,” said Betsy Toups, a UCA 
resident and sophomore pre-med 
major. 

Heather Lockey, a junior in phys¬ 
ical therapy major, was planning to 
move into the apartments. But 
Lockey said that after learning of the 
Pirates plans, she is reconsidering 
the move. 

“That’s not fair. I was planning 
on moving there this summer. Now I 
guess they won’t have room, I don’t 
like the idea of living amongst foot¬ 
ball players,” Lockey said. 

Laneen said he has waited to tell 
residents about the change in order to 
avoid confusion. “I didn’t want to 
scare any of the students off,” 
Langen said, “until I knew the deal 
was final.”

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tem, and nearly 200 Americans are 
diagnosed with the disease each 
week. It affects the victim’s motion, 
coordination, vision, speech and 
sometimes bowel and sexual func¬ 
tions. 

At present, there is no cure or 
specific treatment for MS, but Smith 
said there are several experimental 
drugs being tested, and researchers 
are getting close to finding a cure. 

“The walk got a little long,” 
Smith said, “but just knowing that 
you were doing something good for 
yourself and for others made it 
OK.” 

This was PRSSA’s first time to 
participate in the six mile walk, said 
Smith. However, the group’s past 
service activities include participa¬ 
tion in the MS Bike Tour. The group 
is also planning to volunteer in the 
Nike Shreveport Open.

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Grant used to survey museums

Two professors received a grant 
from the Nationai Biological 
Service’s National Wetlands 
Research Center. The grant will be 
used to undertake “a historical 
review of the amphibians, reptiles 
and birds of the Caddo Lake water¬ 
shed." 

Drs. James Ingold and Laurence 
Hardy received $39,000 to conduct a 
survey of museums and literature for 
any mention of birds, reptiles or 
amphibians from the Caddo Lake 
area. 

“The big eye opener is how little 
has been done on the birds and rep¬ 
tiles in the Caddo Lake watershed," 
said Ingold, assistant professor of 
biological sciences. “The area has 
basically not been studied." 

The Caddo Lake watershed 
encompasses a majority of the 
drainage area surrounding Caddo 
Lake. The watershed spreads across 
the northeastern part of Texas and a 
small portion of northwestern 
Louisiana. 

“The Caddo Lake area is a major 
wetlands area. Within the last two 
years, RAMSAR (an international 
organization that recognizes impor¬ 
tant wetlands) declared the area an 
internationally recognized wetlands 
ecosystem,” said Hardy, director of 
the Museum of Life Sciences. “In 
the last two years there has been a 
desire to understand the ecosystem 
of the Caddo Lake area. 

“It is a unioue eeosvstem. You 


may remember the concern about 
dredging a canal in the area. It 
would have totally destroyed the 
ecosystem,” Hardy said. “It has 
been stopped, partly due to the 
tremendous interest in the Caddo 
Lake area.” 

Hardy said the research began last 
August and is near completion. Once 
completed, the professors plan to 
construct two publications cata¬ 
loging their findings. 

Four students also helped with the 
museum research and literature sur¬ 
vey. John Braud, Christina Fowler, 
Jeff Hering and Helen Harris served 
as research assistants. 

“It was absolutely fabulous. It 
was twice as good as the 
Smithsonian Institute. We looked at 
approximately one million bird 
records in their books and 
archives,” Braud said.

“Other than being a great experi¬ 
ence, I've never traveled that far 
away. I met people in the science 
field, and it was very enlightening. 
Anything you want to see in natural 
history is there. ” 

In additon, the group visited the 
Smithsonian Institute in Washington 
D.C. 
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“We met some extremely interest¬ 
ing people. We were walking around 
Ihe back of the museum and saw 
some of the things Charles Darwin 
actually collected from the 
Galapagos Islands,” said Harris, a 
freshman biology major. w We met 
some research scientists and saw 
them actually working with speci¬ 
mens.

“It was an extraordinary experi¬ 
ence to go where normal tourists 
don’t go and to be able to talk to 
world renowned scientists and hear 
what they have to say about where 
the future of science is headed," 
Harris said.

Speaker of the House Newt 
Gingrich and Senate Majority Leader 
Bob Dole promise more votes on 
term limits. If the Republicans plan 
to salvage their “contract," they 
should heed the words of their lead¬ 
ers or find themselves in the black 
hole of complacency the Democrats 
were in for 40 years.

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Old State Capitol building worth the trip south

The restoration of the old State 
Capitol building in Baton Rouge is com¬ 
plete, and the nearly 150-year-old build¬ 
ing has now been designated the Center 
for Political and Governmental History 
in Louisiana. 

Recipient of the 1994 Honor Award 
from the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation, the Gothic landmark takes 


visitors to times past with its amazing 
design, audio-visual displays and origi¬ 
nal artifacts — all holding historical sig¬ 
nificance. 

Protected on five acres by an 1855 
cast iron fence, the structure stands on a 
bluff overlooking the mighty Mississippi 
River. Though huge and almost intimi¬ 
dating, the building, designed and built 
by James Harrison Dakin, graces down¬ 
town Baton Rouge with its stoic sturdi¬ 
ness. It is a definite mark of endurance. 


Inside, the newly painted walls and 
intricate brass hardware on the giant 
doors compliment the cast iron staircase 
that dates back to 1882. Also from 1882 
are the stained-glass windows in the 
House and Senate Chambers and the 
cathedral dome. The marble floors are 
hard to resist, too. 

The Center is the state’s official 
depository for film and video archives, 
interactive exhibits allow visitors to view 
vintage film footage. Among the options:

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The Kingfish, Huey Long addressing the 
Legislature, and former governor Jimmy 
Davis singing “You Are My Sunshine.* 

Desks and bookcases from the turn of 
the century along with obsolete tele¬ 
phones enrich the tour with their authen¬ 
ticity. 

A veterans exhibit pays tribute by fea¬ 
turing artifacts, original World War I 
posters, flags, hundreds of photographs, 
paintings and documents. 

The Louisiana Purchase exhibit 
amazes visitors with dramatically dis¬ 
played original documents from 1803. 
These pieces are not property of the 
Center; they are on loan from the 
National Archives in Washington, D.C, 
and will be returned June 1. They will 
not be shown again until 2003. 

The Media and Politics exhibit tells 
the stoiy of Louisiana’s media history all 
the way up to the most recent elections. 
Actual newspaper front pages, political 
cartoons and editorials remind and 
inform the visitors of the various politi¬ 
cal climates experienced in this state 
over the years. 

One can view the weapon said to have 
been used in the assassination of Huey P. 
Long, as well as documents, pho¬ 
tographs and newspaper articles on the 
investigation that still leave some doubt 
as to whom the real killer was — a young 
doctor or a careless bodyguard? 

On the grounds of the building are 
commemorative structures and statues of 
past governors. The “Merci Train* box¬ 
car that was a gift to Louisiana from 
France after WWI is also part of the 
exhibit, 

A time capsule, the newly restored 
old State Capitol is a sign of pride in 
Louisiana’s past and of the role it has 
played in shaping this nation. It is an 
experience well worth the couple of 
hours needed to tour it. 

Admission is $2 for children and col¬ 
lege students; $4 for adults. Group rates 
are available in advance for groups of 20 
or more. Some of the elegant rooms are 
rentable for meetings, lectures, recep¬ 
tions and parties. The welLmanicured 
grounds are often used for concerts and 
plays. 

The next time you are in Baton 
Rouge, swing downtown and take in a bit 
of history.
